Drs. Fonda and Hillenbrand Monthly Meeting Speakers 


ie Detroit Dental Society Pay- 


ment Plan, which has met with 

such pronounced success in many 
cities, will be presented at the first regu- 
lar monthly meeting of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society on Tuesday, September 27, in 
the North Ballroom of the Stevens Hotel. 
Dr. Roy W. Fonda, one of the guiding 
geniuses of the plan, will be the speaker 
and he has chosen as his subject, “Prac- 
tice Building Through Controlled Cred- 
it.” This program was rated A-1 by the 
Monthly Meeting Program Committee 
after its presentation at the Kenwood- 
Hyde Park Branch meeting last spring. 
The subject is particularly apropos right 
now when things are beginning to 
tighten up and dentists, generally, are be- 
ginning to realize that the honeymoon is 
almost over. 

As an added attraction, the Program 
Committee will present Dr. Harold Hil- 
lenbrand, General Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association, who will report 
on his recent trip to Europe. This is Dr. 
Hillenbrand’s first public appearance 
since his return. He will give his im- 
pressions of the socialized program as 
practiced in England and other European 
countries. 


CONTROLLED CREDIT 


The formula for controlled credit was 
contained in a paper written by Dr. 


Fonda, which was presented before the 
Midwinter Meeting of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society and which was published in 
the June 15, 1949, issue of the Fortnightly 
Review. Members are urged to read this 
article again. 

Dr. Fonda believes that controlled 
credit plays a big part in increasing the 
present patient load, attracting new pa- 
tients, elevating old patients into a 
higher fee bracket, eliminating misunder- 
standings over fees, and ending collection 
problems. He will point out that restricted 
consumer credit means more health credit 
and more health credit means a surer 
free enterprise system in dentistry. 

Dr. Fonda is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan School of Dentistry and 
has a thriving general practice in Detroit. 
He is particularly interested in partial 
denture construction. He is a past-presi- 
dent of the Eastern Component of the 
Detroit Dental Society and a member of 
the Pierre Fauchard Academy. He was 
one of the organizers of the Detroit Den- 
tal Society Payment Plan and served as 
chairman for a number of years. He has 
given freely of his time in expounding 
the features of the plan and has appeared 
before many of the state dental societies, 
as well as innumerable smaller organiza- 
tions. This plan of his is tried and true 
and every member of the Chicago Dental 
Society owes it to himself and his family 
to learn more about it.

POLIO SCARE 
UNWARRANTED 


Poliomyelitis attacks only one in three 
thousand persons in epidemic years. 
Panic and fear are not the sensible course. 
It is deplorable that such reactions to 
polio arise when it is difficult to stimulate 
even a mild interest in those diseases in 
which the attack rate is much higher, and 
for which sound preventive measures are 
available. 

In poliomyelitis, a large proportion of 
cases never develop paralysis, and ap- 
proximately half of all who are attacked 
recover completely without crippling. 
Modern advances in medical care of 
both acute and convalescent stages 
further reduce the incidence of extensive 
permanent crippling.

UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS NEWS
